Mr»  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your 
consideration  the  annual  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
administration  of  the  district  for  the  year  1965 « 

This  follows  the  style  of  recent  reports,  and 
it  will  he  seen  that  in  some  instances  it  has  heen  thought 
desirable  to  report  or  comment  in  greater  details  It  is  the 
sixty-first  report  since  Pormby  was  constituted  an  Urban 
District  in  1905?  with  offices  in  Chapel  Lane,  From  that 
date  the  district  has  developed  and  the  population  increased 
from  6,086  persons  to  15? 530.  Much  progress  has  been  made 
since  the  first  report  was  published  for  1905?  when  the  infant 
mortality  rate  v^as  73-6  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for 
1965  was  5»5  per  1,000  live  births,  which  is  probably  the 
lowest  infant  mortality  rate  so  far  recorded  in  Pormby,  Not 
only  are  more  babies  surviving,  but  more  babies  are  arriving. 

The  birth  rate  of  23.4  per  1,000  population  for  1965  is  the 
highest  ever  recorded. 

An  interesting  if  not  significant  fact  in  regard 
to  housing  is  evident  by  comparing  the  statistics  for  1905, 
which  show  an  average  number  of  5 persons  per  house,  with  those 
for  1965,  which  average  3 persons  per  house.  More  houses  were 
connected  to  the  eastern  area  sewerage  system,  and  most  of  the 
premises  not  yet  on  main  drainage  are  situated  in  private  streets 
or  are  outside  the  drainage  area. 

The  district  has  been  remarkably  free  from  serious 
infectious  disease,  although  unfortunately  one  death  occurred 
out  of  349  cases  of  measles.  This  is  only  the  second  fatal 
case  for  many  years,  and  in  this  particular  instance  there 
were  other  contributory  factors, 

A death  rate  of  10,6  per  1,000  population  for 
Pormby  is  lower  than  the  National  Average  Death  Rate  of  11,5 » 

As  usual,  heart  disease  and  cancer  were  the  principal  causes 
of  death  and  accounted  for  507  of  the  total. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during 
the  year.  The  need  for  continued  vigilance  in  Pood  Hygiene 
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however  was  made  evident  hy  the  discovery  that  a 301^). 
carton  of  raisins  delivered  for  use  at  a Central  School 
kitchen  was  contaminated  hy  rats.  When  the  raisins  were 
being  washed  prior  to  use,  rat  droppings  were  found  inter- 
mixed with  the  fruit.  The  fact  that  this  product  was  with- 
drawn imjnediately  before  any  possible  harm  could  be  done  was 
due  to  the  alert  kitchen  staff.  It  seemed  probable  that  the 
raisins  had  been  packed  in  that  condition  in  the  country  of 
origin.  The  attention  of  the  importers,  the  producers  and 
the  x.Iinistry  of  Health  was  immediately  drawn  to  this 
incident  in  case  similar  contamination  v/as  present  in  the 
remaining  consignment. 

The  number  of  complaints,  reguests  for  assistance  or 
advice  received  by  the  department  has  doubled  during  the 
past  few  years.  An  analysis  of  these  is  given  in  the  text 
of  the  report. 

In  the  case  of  exceptional  incidents  which  occur  from 
time  to  time  in  public  health  work,  it  may  be  necessary  to 
suspend  routine  duties  temporarily  to  cope  with  matters 
requiring  more  urgent  and  immediate  attention.  Special 
reports  and  investigations  may  also  detract  from  the  more 
usual  employment  of  time  and  staff. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council, 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Highways  Committee 
and  other  Committees  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  to 
members  of  the  staff  of  other  departments  for  their 
continued  assistance  and  co-operation,

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES , IN  THE  AREA 


There  are  no  hospitals  within  the  UrhEm  District;  the 
Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  hospital  service  within  Health 
Division  No,  7?  of  which  Pormhy  forms  a part.  Patients  are 
removed  when  treatment  is  required  to  any  of  the  hospitals 
in  the  area,  ioe,  Liverpool,  Southport  or  Ormskirk. 


Two  Private  Nursing  Homes  are  registered  hy  the 
County  Council  and  inspected  hy  the  Divisional  medical  staff. 

Infectious  Disease. 

When  it  is  considered  necessary,  cases  of  infectious 
disease  are  admitted  to  the  City  Hosoital,  Pazackerley,  or  to 
New  Hall  Hospital,  Scarishrick,  The  incidence  of  notifiable 
infections  is  shown  in  tabulated  form  on  page  10. 

Tuberculos is . 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  undertaken  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Local  Health  Authorities, 
however,  have  important  duties  in  relation  to  environmental 
conditions  and  the  prevention  of  spread  of  infection. 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children . 

The  County  Council’s  arrangements  for  the  care  of 
mothers  and  young  children  provide  for  the  expectant  and 
nursing  mother  and  for  her  child  until  it  reaches  school 
age.  Ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinic  sessions  are  held 
at  Waterloo, 

Local  C linics  and  Treatment  Centres, 

Child  Welfare  and  Minor  Ailments  Clinics,  etc.,  are 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  are  held  at 
’Roselands',  Cross  GjSeen,  Pormby,  Tel.  5135?  on  the 
following  days  and  times  :- 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic  : Monday,  2 p.m.  to  4 p.m. 

Minor  Ailments  Clinic  ; Tuesday,  10  a.m,  to  12  noon 
Infant  Y/elfare  Clinic  ; Tuesday,  1.30  p.m,  to  4 p.m. 
Diphtheria  A Poliomyelitis  Immunisation  Clinics: 

Every  first  Tuesday  in  the  month,  10a.m.  to  12  nooi 
Speech  Therapy  : Monday,  9 a.m.  to  12  noon 
Chiropody  : Monday  & Friday,  9 a.m.  to  12  noon 
(for  the  elderly; 
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Welfare  Foods, 

National  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  vitamins  A 
and  D,  and  orange  juice  are  distributed  from  the  clinic.

Midwif ery , 

A midv/ifery  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council, 
who  employ  full  time  midwives  in  the  urban  areas  to  ensure 
that  every  mother  may  have  the  advice  and  attention  of  a 
skilled  midwife  when  she  is  confined  at  home. 


Home  Nursing. 


The  County  Council  provides  a domiciliary  nursing 
service  by  the  direct  employment  of  whole  time  district 
nurses.  This  service  is  made  available  by  a note  from  the 
family  doctor  or  hospital. 
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AmlDulance  Service o 

The  administration  of  this  service  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Healthy  and  stations  within 
the  Division  are  at  Croshyj  Maghull  and  Burscough. 

Information  regarding  the  number  and  type  of  emergency 
calls  arising  within  the  district,  together  with  the  number  of 
non-urgent  cases  which  were  dealt  with,  has  been  supplied 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Under  the  system  of  radio 
control  at  present  in  operation,  it  is  the  practice  to 
redirect  a vehicle  from  one  case  to  another  without 
returning  to  its  station,  when  possible.

;rvice 


This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  for 
helping  with  household  duties  in  cases  of  confinement, 
sickness,  age  or  other  infirmity.  The  charges  made  for 
this  service  are  according  to  the  ability  of  the  user  to  pay, 
but  in  no  case  exceed  the  actual  cost  of  the  service. 


The  County  Council  provides  equipment  such  as 
special  beds,  mattresses,  pillows  and  items  of  nursing 
equipment  for  loan,  free  of  charge,  to  patients  being  nursed 
in  their  omi  homes.  Application  should  be  made  to  the 
Divisional  Health  Office,  the  District  Nurse,  or  the 
Medical  Practitioner  attending  the  case.  The  St,  John 
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AffllDulance  Brigade ^ the  British  Red  Cross  and  other  voluntary 
organisations  also  loan  equipment. 

Welfare  of  the  Aged,  Infirm  and  Homeless , 

Residential  and  temporary  accomm.odat ion  for  the  aged 
or  other  people  in  need  of  care  and  atteiotion  is  provided  hy 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  in  their  own  Institutions  or  in 
suitable  voluntary  Homes,  One  of  the  voluntary  Homes  for  the 
elderly,  ’Maryl.and’  , is  situated  in  this  district,  and  now 
has  accommodation  for  twenty-nine  persons. 

Ahheyfield  - two  large  houses  have  been  purchased  by 
the  Abbeyfield  (Formby)  Society  Ltd.  and  converted  to 
provide  a total  of  fifteen  units  of  acconmiodation  for  the 
elderly, 

’Hurstwood’,  a large  detached  house  v/hich  was 
purchased  by  the  Council  and  converted  into  thirteen  self- 
contained  flats  for  elderly  people,  is  supervised  by  a 
resident  housemother.  Administration  is  carried  out  by  a 
Committee  formed  by  the  Council,  with  miCmbers  co-opted  from 
the  Pormby  Council  of  Social  Y/elfare, 

The  Pormby  Council  of  Social  'elfare  was  formed  to  act 
as  a central  co-ordinating  body  for  all  the  voluntary  social 
and  v/elfare  organisations  in  the  district.  Its  aims  are  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  community  and  to  render  advice 
and  assistance  to  all  persons  in  difficulty,  need,  poverty 
or  distress,  regardless  of  age,  sex  or  religious  belief. 

About  twenty-eight  local  organisations  are  represented  on 
this  body. 

Emergency  A c c o mmo d a t i on 

In  the  event  of  a number  of  families  being  rendered 
homeless  due  to  flooding,  gales  or  any  other  cause,  it  will 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  to  provide 
temporary  accommodation  until  such  time  as  the  families  are 
re-housed  by  the  District  Council,  or  thruugh  their  own 
efforts,  ';/hen  such  an  emergency  arises  during  normal 
working  hours,  the  Divisional  Health  Office  \¥ill  be  notified. 
Outside  these  hours  such  occurrence  will  be  referred,  through 
the  Maghull  Ambulance  Station,  to  the  Duty  Mental  velfare 
Officer  who  will  also  inform  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
at  his  home. 

Laboratory  Facilities, 

Pathological  specimens,  and  samples  of  food  or  water 
for  examination,  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Liverpool,  The  analysis  of  rainw^ater  collected 
in  the  atmospheric  deposit  gauge  is  done  by  the  County 
A.nalyst  at  Preston, 
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Disinfection. 


The  disinfection  of  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  is 
carried  out  after  infectious  disease  or  on  special  request. 

Infected  articles  are  removed  to  the  Sparkhall 
Disinfector  in  the  Council  Depot.  The  method  of 
disinfection  used  in  this  apparatus  is  hy  the  vapourisation 
of  a fluid  having  a high  Rideal-Calker  co-efficient.  After 
a period  the  chamber  is  cleared  of  the  gas  by  means  of  an 
extractor  fern. 

Fifty-one  books  were  treated  before  return  to 
circulation  in  the  public  library.  Ten  other  articles  were 
disinfected"  Rooms  are  disinfected  by  formaldehyde,  which 
is  produced  by  the  addition  of  potassium  permanganate 
crystals  to  a UO  per  cent  solution  of  formalin.  In  the 
ensuing  reaction  sufficient  heat  is  generated  to  cause 
violent  boiling  with  the  evaporation  of  the  bulk  of  the 
solution.  The  room  is  left  sealed  for  at  least  three  hours. 

Sanitary  CircumxS tances  R^_th£^  District . 

Water  Supply  - Water  is  supplied  to  the  district  by  the 
West  Lancashire  Water  Board,  and  it  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  water  is  obtained  from 
deep  wells,  headings  and  boreholes  sunk  in  the  new  red 
sandstone  formation  in  the  Bickerstaffe  and  Aughton  area. 

Water  is  supplied  to  Formby  by  mains  which  vary  in 
size  from  3”  to  1U.‘'  internal  diameter.  The  water,  although 
hard  in  character,  is  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
and  bacterial  purity.  Ten  samples  v/ere  tal^ien  in  the 
district  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

All  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 

Other  Sources  of  Water  Supply  - Ten  dwellings  depend  upon 
private  v/ells  for  their  water  supply.  Two  cottages  near 
the  eastern  boundary  obtain  ■'water  in  containers  from  the 
nearest  farm.  Six  samples  were  taken  and  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  One  sample  was  reported 
as  unsatisfactory.  This  v/as  found  to  be  due  to  the  failure 
on  the  part  of  the  householder  to  sterilise  the  filter.

There  are  no  public  sv^imming  baths  in  the  district, 
but  there  are  tv/o  open  air  swimming  baths  attached  to  private 
schools.  These  are  used  by  a considerable  number  of  boys 
during  the  season.  Water  for  these  baths  is  obtained  from 
the  public  mains  and  is  kept  in  a clean  and  satisfactory 
condition  by  a m.ethod  of  continuous  circulation,  filtration 
and  chlorination. 

Samples  of  water  Y/ere  taken  from,  the  baths  during 
the  season  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Results  showed  the  water  to  be  of  the  same  standard  as  a 
good  drinking  Y/ater, 


SeY/age  Disposal 


Main  drainage  is  provided  for  about  96%  of  the  houses 
in  the  district  by  a separate  system  of  drainage.  The  main 
sewerage  system  discharges  by  gravitation  to  the  sewage  disposal 
v/orks  at  Hoggs  Hill.  Sewage  from  the  nevi/  eastern  area  system 
is  pumped  at  the  Altcar  Rd,  pumping  station  to  the  works. 
Surface  Y/ater  from  street  gulli^is  connects  to  surface  water 
drains  and  discharges  into  water  courses.  Rainwater  from 
house  properties  is  drained  into  soakaY/ays  situated  in  the 
gardens . 

The  new  works  give  full  treatment  to  the  seYmge  before 
discharggby  an  outfall  into  the  River  Alt,  Sewage  passes 
through  a screening  chamber  into  a detritus  tank  where  the 
heavy  organic  solids  settle.  The  sewage  is  then  lifted  by 
means  of  electrically  operated  centrifugal  pumps,  again 
screened  and  passes  into  four  sedimentation  tanks  and  three 
storm  vmter  tanks,  having  a total  capacity  of  388?000  gallons. 

In  the  event  of  any  failure  of  the  electricity  supply, 
it  is  arranged  that  one  pump  shall  have  as  an  alternative  a 
stand-by  diesel  engine  designed  for  automatic  starting,  which 
would  come  into  use  Yvhen  required  at  any  time  during  the  day 
or  night. 

Sewage  is  retained  in  the  tanks  from  six  to  eight 
hours,  where  the  sludge  is  settled  to  be  drawn  off  at 
intervals  by  the  tanker  Vi/agon  and  removed  to  the  Refuse  Tip, 

The  \Yater  from  the  tanks  is  later  discharged  into  one  of  the 
three  filter  beds,  each  measuring  120  ft.  in  diameter,  and 
dosed  by  a rotating  distributor.  The  effluent  from  the 
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percolating  filters  is  collected  into  a channel  around  the 
bed  and  discharged  into  humus  tanks.  Finallyy  it  passes 
over  a weir  into  a channel  leading  to  the  River  Alt. 

Work  on  the  sewering  of  the  eastern  area  has  now  been 
completed,  and  most  of  the  premises  where  the  new  sew^ers 
are  available  have  been  connected.

Testing  of  Drains. 


Three  hundred  and  ninety  four  drain  tests  were  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

The  drains  are  tested  by  being  filled  with  smoke  under 
light  pressure,  any  leak  being  readily  observed;  two 
smoke  machines  are  in  use. 

Drainage  has  been  carried  out  in  salt  glazed  spigot  and 
socket  pipes  to  B.S.S.  These  are  jointed  by  tarred  gaskin, 
tightly  caulked,  the  remaining  joint  being  filled  with  cement 
mortar.  A rapid  hardening  additive  is  sometimes  used  in  the 
cement  to  get  a "quick  set''  in  cases  w'here  ground  water  may  be 
seeping  into  the  trench.  Some  of  the  builders  are  no\¥  using 
self -sealing  glazed  pipes.  This  joint  is  achieved  by  a 
polyester  moulding  cast  to  the  pipe  socket  and  spigot.  A 
rubber  sealing  ring  fits  in  the  groove  in  the  spigot  moulding, 
which  is  lubricated  and  pushed  into  the  socket.  A simple  air 
pressure  test  is  .applied. 


Offices.  Shops,  and  RailW'ay  Premises  Act,  1963 » 

This  Act  prescribes  standards  for  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  employees  in  offices  and  shops.  The  general 
provisions  include  matters  relating  to  cleanliness,  over- 
crowding, temperature,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary 
conveniences  and  washing  facilities,  etc.  One  hundred  and 
four  shops  and  twenty-one  offices  have  been  registered. 
During  the  year  tv/o  non-fatal  accidents  were  reported  and 
investigated.

Factories  Act,  1961 , 

There  are  70  factories  and  other  premises  on  the 
Register  to  vvhich  Section  7 of  the  Act  apolies.,  This  relates 
to  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  sufficient  and  suitable 
sanitary  conveniences.  One  hundred  and  three  visits  were 
made  to  premises y and  three  Notices  served  for  contravention. 

Sections  1^  2,  3>  4 « 6 relate  to  cleanliness ^ over- 
crowding , temperature,  ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors 
and  are  only  administered  by  the  local  authority  where 
mechanical  poA-er  is  not  used.  These  sections  apply  to  five 
premises  in  this  districto 

Rag,  Flock  and  Other  ]^''i_llinp:  Material  Act^  1951_c. 

This  Act  provides  for  the  registration  of  premises 
where  rag, flock  or  other  filling  material  is  used  in 
upholstering  or  in  the  manufacture  of  bedding,  toys,  etc., 
and  prescribes  standards  of  cleanliness  for  the  filling 
material.  There  are  no  premises  at  present  registered  in 
this  district. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control of_ Development  Act,  I960. 

Tia’c  holiday  caravan  sites  are  licenced  for  a total  of 
300  caravans  for  the  period  1st  March  to  31st  October,  Both 
sites  are  pleasantly  situated  near  the  shore  and  set  amidst 
pinevi/oods.  Adequate  sanitary  facilities  are  provided.  The 
sites  were  inspected  at  regular  intervals  and  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

Two  caravans  are  periEitted  to  be  used  for  residential 
purposes,  the  licences  for  which  enure  for  the  benefit  of 
their  respective  occupiers  only. 

Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal.. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  under  the  direction  of 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Two  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Refuse 
vehicles  are  employed  with  two  gangs  of  six  men.  An 
additional  vehicle  with  a third  gang  is  employed  for  one  day 
each  week  to  assist.  Dustbins  are  em.ptied  weekly,  and  the 
refuse  is  removed  to  the  tip  at  North  Moss  Lane  near  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  district. 

Noise  Abatement . 

The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960,  gives  power  to  local 
authorities  to  deal  with  ary  noise  or  vibration  which  causes 
a nuisance.  Three  reports  of  noise  were  investigated  but 
no  formal  action  was  necessary.

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  and  Housing  Acts 
1961  & 1964  provide  for  grants  to  ovi/ners  of  older  houses  ^ wh^ 
are  now  ahle  to  obtain  standard  grants  up  to  £155  or,  in  some 
cases,  £350  towards  the  cost  of  improvements,  ioe,  the 
provision  of  a hath,  ?/ash  basin,  hot  v/ater  supply,  water 
closet  and  food  store.

Clean  Air  Act,  195.5  - Prevention  of_  Atmospheric  Pollution , 

Records  of  the  deposited  matter  collected  in  the  standard 
rain  gauge  each  month  are  tabulated,  together  v/ith  those  of 
1964  for  comparative  purposes,  A high  proportion  of  the 
insoluble  matter  is  often  blom  sand,  and  much  of  the  soluble 
deposit  is  due  to  salt  spray 

Variations  from  month  to  month  can  be  considerable,  and 
this  may  be  due  to  fluctuations  in  meteorological  factors, 
such  as  rainfall,  speed  and  direction  of  wind,  and 
turbulence  of  the  atmosphere. 

Although  a ’smoke  control  area’  has  not  been  established, 
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many  new  housing  estates  are  virtually  smokeless,  "because  of 
the  oil  fired  and  gas  central  heating  systems  incorporated

Installation  of  New  Furnaces . 

It  is  a requirement  of  Section  3 of  "the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956,  that  no  furnace  (other  than  for  domestic  purposes) 
shall  be  installed  in  a building  unless  it  is,  so  far  as 
practicable,  capable  of  being  operated  continuously  without 
emitting  smoke  when  burning  fuel  of  a type  for  which  the 
furnace  was  designed » During  the  period  under  review, 

three  applications  were  made  and  approval  was  given  in 
respect  of  these  proposed  new  furnace  installations.

Milk  Bottles 


A few  renorts  were  received  regarding  the  delivery  of 
milk  in  'dirty’  bottles.  In  each  case  the  attention  of  the 
supplier  was  drawn  to  the  serious  viev,'  taken  of  these 
complaints . 


That  complaints  should  arise  seems  inevitable  considering 
the  daily  delivery  of  12,000  bottles  of  milk,  and  also  the 
condition  in  -which  many  bottles  are  returned  or  left  lying 
about,  particularly  at  the  building  sites.  The  normal 
process  of  washing  will  not  always  cleanse  badly  stained  or 
misused  bottles,  and  on  rare  occasions  these  escape  the 
scrutiny  of  the  overlooker.  The  solution  to  this  and  other 
problems  of  the  trade  may  be  in  the  su'pply  of  milk  in  non- 
returnable  cartons  which  are  now  becoming  generally  available. 


.at  ions 


Routine  inspection  was  made  to  food  premises  during  the 
year  and  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  Vi/ere  generally 
well  observed.  Minor  infringements  noted  during  visits  were 
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remedied  without  recourse  to  formal  proceedings. 

l''/hilst  it  is  possible  for  most  open  foods  to  he  served 
without  being  touched  by  hand,  foods  are  handled  by  some 
shop  assistants  unnecessarily. 

Bakehouses . 

There  are  five  bakehouses  in  use  in  the  district. 
Repairs  and  improvements  were  made  at  two  premises.  One 
bakehouse  was  closed  during  the  year.  Routine  inspections 
showed  that,  generally,  the  premises  v/ere  maintained  in  a 
clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

Foreshore  and  Shellj'_ish_. 

An  Order  was  made  under  the  Public  Health  (Shellfish) 
Regulations  193U?  by  the  Liverpool  Port  Health  Authorities 
which  prohibits  the  taking  of  cockles  and  mussels  from  the 
''prescribed  area''  unless  these  are  to  be  treated  at  an 
approved  Cleansing  Station. 

This  prescribed  area  includes  most  of  the  foreshore. 
Shrimps  do  not  come  within  the  prohibition  and  a few 
fishermen  use  the  channel  for  shrimping.

Contaminated  Raisins. 

In  the  preamble  to  the  report  reference  was  made  to  a 
delivery  to  a Central  School  Kitchen  of  a carton  of  raisins 
contaminated  by  rodent  droppings. 

It  was  established  beyond  doubt  that  the  rodent 
droppings  were  intermixed  Y'jlth  the  compressed  raisins  in  th 
carton,  and  must  have  been  packed  in  that  condition.  Some 
of  the  droppings  were  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  & Pood  for  positive  identification,  eand  this  was 
confirmed.  It  was  also  reported  that  rodent  hairs  and  the 
fragment  of  a flea  were  found  in  the  specimens  submitted. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  was  then  asked  to  examine 
some  of  the  droppings  for  organisms  which  might  cause  food 
poisoning.  Ho  organisms  of  the  salmonella  group,  however, 
were  found. 
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It  was  stated  "by  the  importers  that  this  consignment 
of  raisins  consisting  of  500  cartons  was  covered  hy  a 
Certificate  of  Quality  & Condition  issued  hy  the  Country  of 
Origin, 

Ice-Cream. 

Thirty-eight  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream.  This  product  is  mostly  wrapped  or  prepacked, 
and  is  produced  hy  large  manufacturers  outside  the  area. 

In  addition  to  the  retail  shops  selling  ice-cream,  three 
of  these  manufacturers  trade  from  vehicles  which  are 
registered  under  the  Lancashii'e  County  (GenLer_al.  Powers) 

Act  1951 9 as  hawkers  of  food.  Some  vans  are  fitted  v/ith 
equipment  enabling  them  to  produce  a ''soft  ice-cream'*  from 
a prepacked  mix. 

Eight  samples  of  ice-cream,  and  two  sam.ples  of  water 
ices  were  taken  and  suhinitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination.  All  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 

Adulteration  of  Food, 

A total  of  seventy  three  samples  of  food  v/ere 
obtained  and  submitted  for  analysis  by  the  Lancashire  County

The  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963. 


This  Act  requires  the  licensing  of  premises  where  dogs 
or  cats  are  boarded.  The  granting  of  a licence  is 
conditional  upon  there  being  adequate  accommodation  in  respect 
of  size  of  quarters,  temperature,  lighting,  ventilation  and 
cleanliness,  etc. 


Three  licences  were  granted  for  establishments  where 
approx.  90  dogs  are  boarded.  These  are  mostly  greyhounds 
used  for  coursing. 


louses 


There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  this  district.  The 
public  slaughterhouses  at  Liverpool  and  Southport  provide 
adequate  facilities  for  the  requirements  of  the  area. 
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Hav/kers  of  Food  - Lancas hire  County  Council  (General 
Powers)  Act,  1951 ‘ 

Registration  of  Hawkers  of  food  and  their  premises  is 
required  hy  this  Act.  Routi2::e  inspections  of  vnns  were  made 
during  the  course  of  food  delivery;  any  defects  found  were 
remedied  hy  informal  Hot ice.  There  are  fifteen  hawkers 

licensed  to  trade,  although  many  of  them  were  not  seen  in 
the  district  during  the  past  year. 

An  Order,  made  in  1962  under  the  To^m  Police  Glauses 
Act  18473  prohibits  hawking  in  most  of  the  main  streets 
from  June  to  vSeptemher  on  'Wednesdays,  Saturdays  and  Sundays, 

Prevention  of  Damage  hy  Pests  Act,  1949 • 

Rodent  Control . 

One  hundred  and  three  premises  were  treated  for  rat 
or  mice  infestation  hy  the  rodent  operator,  who  made  911 
visits  for  the  purpose  of  eradication. 

Infestations  at  private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of 
charge,  and  in  the  case  of  business  or  agricultural  premises 
the  actual  cost  of  treatment  plus  an  establishment 
percentage  is  charged. 

Treatment  was  carried  out  hy  using  medium  oatmeal  as 
a bait  base  with  the  ant i-coagulent  w^arfarin.  This  chronic 
poison  acts  mainly  by  preventing  the  blood  from  clotting. 
Rats  and  mice  eating  this  tend  to  die  of  internal  and 
external  bleeding.  ITo  evidence  has  been  found  of  warfarin 
resistant  rats  or  mice  in  this  area, 

Neither  f luoracetamide  or  sodium  f luoroacetate , both 
effective  but  extremely  dangerous  poisons,  have  been  used. 
The  new  poison  known  as  MCN  I0253  which  is  specific  to  rats, 
has  been  used  with  effect  in  special  cases. 


tion  of  rats  for  V'/eil's  Disease 


As  a routine  precaution  four  rats  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  for  Leptospira 
(the  cause  of  vveil's  disease  or  infective  jaundice  in  man). 
All  specimens  were  fownd  to  be  negative. 

Sewer  Treatment, 

Test  baiting  of  the  sewer  msnholes  was  carried  out 
during  the  year.  Sixty-six  manholes  were  baited  with  a 
mixture  of  warfarin,  oatmeal  and  paranitrophenol  (mould 
inhibitor).  These  manholes  were  examined  again  after  a 
period  of  seven  days,  and  no  takes  were  recorded.  This 
would  indicate  that  the  sewers  are  reasonably  free  from 
rats.  In  view  of  this  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  & Pood  recommends  that  further  treatment  in  the 
sewers  need  not  be  carried  out  for  two  years. 
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Disinfestation , 

Premises  were  inspected  and  treated  for  insect 
infestation  on  request. 

The  following  preparations  have  heen  used  according 
to  the  type  of  inf estation ; - 

Synergised  pyrethium,  chlordanej,  lindane,  malathion  and  D.DoT. 

Cockroaches  are  prohahly  the  most  difficult  pest  to 
eradicate  and  success  can  only  he  achieved  hy  the  active 
co-operation  of  the  occupants  of  the  premises.  Protracted 
treatment  may  he  required  before  the  building  can  he 
declared  ” clear”. 


Earwigs,  although  not  regarded  as  a public  health 
pest,  can  he  a nuisance.  These  insects  often  invade  the 
houses  in  vast  numbers  during  the  summer  evenings. 
Experiments  to  eradicate  them  hy  means  of  insecticides  have 
not  heen  very  successful.  The  most  effective  method  of 
reducing  the  numbers  seems  to  he  the  old  well  tried  remedy 
of  trapping  the  earwigs  hy  means  of  upturned  plant  pots, 
matting  or  groved  hoards. 


Provision  is  made  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  for 
the  abatement  of  nuisances  caused  hy  pigeons,  A few 
complaints  were  made  during  the  year.  In  this  district 
trapping  seems  the  best  v.^ay  of  dealing  with  the  problem. 


The  Disease  of_Ani_mjils  (Waste  Foods)  Order  1957° 


The  object  of  this  order  is  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
foot  and  mouth  disease,  svi^ine  fever,  fowl  pest  and  other 
diseases.  The  Order  prohibits  the  feeding  of  unboiled 
waste  foods  to  certain  animals  and  poultry.  Collectors  of 
waste  foods  for  animal  and  poultry  feeding  must  obtain  a 
licence.  This  imposes  on  them  the  obligation  to  use  an 
approved  boiling  plant,  which  is  inspected  periodically. 

All  v;aste  food  collected  must  be  boiled  for  at  least  one 
hour , 

There  are  six  premises  at  which  licensed  plant  can  be 
operated.  Many  pig-breeders  have  discontinued  the  use  of 
waste  foods,  having  found  other  foodstuffs  more  suitable, 
cleaner  and  easier  to  handle.  Routine  visits  of 
inspection  were  made  to  registex'^ed  premises. 

Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  and  b- elf  are  Provisions)  Act,  1936. 

Under  this  Act,  local  authorities  are  required  to 
ensure  the  provision  of  adequate  sanitary  conveniences  on 
agricultural  holdings,  and  also  see  that  these  are  kept 
clean.  During  the  Spring  and  Summer  months  the  normal 
complement  of  workers  is  often  increased  by  the  employment 
of  casual  labour,  and  temporary  arrangements  have  often  to 
be  made. 
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Agricultural  holdings  were  inspected  and  were 
found  to  he  satisfactory. 

Piggeries and  S tables,  etc. 

Periodic  visits  are  made  to  Stahles  and  Piggeries, 
particularly  during  the  summer  months.  Efforts  are 
made  to  minimise  the  nuisance  likely  to  arise  from 
manure  dumps  and  fly  breeding.
